The star and circle 
design, seen on the wings of the 
Scott Field planes, is an older one, 
which, according to  Lieutenant- 
Colonel C. K. Rhinehardt and the 
other visiting American flyers, is 
out of date. 

This difference between the insig- 
nia of the two sets of American 
planes, and the resemblance of the 
American disks to those of the Brit- 
ish desigh, on Gen. Lee’s machine, 
caused many persons to believe that 
the gray machines were British. The 
chief difference in the two disks is 
in the arrangement of the colors.

Americanization in Music. 

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

“Americanization” is the keynote of the 
activities of today. American ideas and 
jdeals have been carried abroad through 
words and deeds till the word ‘“‘American” 
has come to express a thought not mere- 
ly national but universal. Reports from 
England, France and Italy—whether of- 
ficial or unofficial—all echo the same 
idea. This is well illustrated in the stirring 
tribute to America by Italy’s poet-aviator 
d’Annunzio on July 4, 1918, when he wrote 
“America, Thy Soul Is Marching On.” 

Then why should we not have a recog- 
nition of this condition by combining for 
Americanization in music? Music is as 
necessary to life as breathing. Rhythm 
is a part of living. Music is the soul of 
rhythm. In.all old countries folk songs 
have been the principal expression of the 
spirit of the people both for work and foi 
play. In this country where we have had 
a mixture of races clinging to their native 
Aabits and traditions, we have had but an 
indeterminate and rather conglomerate lIct 
of borrowed music. 

Now our blended and united people are 
fighting abroad and working at home to 
carry that spirit of Americanization into 
the consciousness of the world. From u.il 
accounts the American boys go into bat- 
tle. singing. And when they are at earc 
they have music for their diversion. In 
work and in play, the consonant rhythmic 
vibrations of music are their mainstay. 

The Government has recognized the val- 
ue of music by providing song-leaders and 
trainers in the camps. The almost obso- 
lete chanties of the sailormen of sailing 
days have been revived in the merchint 
marine under official authority. 

The War Camp Community Service, as 
an officially authorized organization for 
keeping communities near camps physical- 
ly and morally clean, find music an im- 
portant part in its work of recreation and 
purification. 

Here is both a general and an official 
adoption of the idea that music is essen- 
tial for soldiers and sailors, and the com- 
munities which live near them. Then why 
not essential for the whole community—all 
of us, everywhere? And why not organize 
generally for music as an expression of 
America in daily life for all of us, every- 
where? 

If the thought is worth thinking, the 
deed is worth doing: Let us orgunize. 
Many forms of organization might be sug- 
gested. The form is of small moment: it is 
the ‘essential purpose that counts. What- 
ever the form,, the spirit should be uni- 
versal. To succeed it should have both 
popular and governmental support. 

~At this time great national results are 
accomplished through commissions. There- 
fore, tentatively, the following sugges 
tion might make a basis for a Plan of 
organization. Organize an American Mu- 
sic League, with state and loca! chapters. 
Contemporaneously, set about securing 
legislation for an American Music Com- 
mission, to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, and to have genera] supervision over 
the subject matter. Thus there would be 
throughout the entire country a unity of 
€ffort to cultivate among the people, and 
eppecially the children, an American spirit 
tx-‘musical composition and interpretation; 
t@ the end that the music in America and 
by Americans, while expressing the soul 
of universal art shall have a form and es- 
on. expressing distinctively the Spirit 

America.

SPEED IN AIRPLANE WORK. 

The visit and exhibition of the British-Ameri- 
can aviation circus was a notable success. Not 
only were the flying feats at the park highly in- 
teresting and instructive to the public, but the 
visit brought home to the people of St. Louis as

the airplane in the gigantic struggle on the other 
side of the ocean. 

Scott Field flyers have made St. Louisans fa- 
miliar with airplanes and their ordinary perform- 
ances, but the visit introduced us to different 
types of machines and to a British ace of long 
and brilliant service in war, Brigadier-General 
Lee, whose work in the alr was a marvel of grace 
and skill. 

On no other subject is there such a need of 
awakening in Amefica as that of airplanes. It is 
the one program of war production in which we 
are far short of desired and required achievement. 
The country has been profoundly disappointed in 
the progress of airplane production. There has 
been a volume of criticism, culminating in the 
brutally frank report of the Senate Military Sub- 
committee, including testimony given before it. 
We have been in the depths of disappointment. 
We are now on the rising path of expectation. We 
havé been through the worst and are looking now 
for the best. 

The costly mistakes and delays are in the past, 

but the great production necessary for the de- 
cisive fighting is to come. What we need now 
is a burst of speed in the production of all the 
types of motors and machines required to equip 
our rapidly growing army. Gen. Pershing wants 
25,000 airplanes by July 1, 1919. The experts can- 
not promise a production of 18,000. What we want 
to see in airplane production is what has been 
done in ship production and in troop transpor- 
tation—results far exceeding expectation. 
While one-man management has been ap- 
proached in the production branch of the avia- 
tion program, we believe the suggestion of an 
Aviation Department, with a single energetic and 
capable head, is wise. A sound public opinion, 
demanding speedy work on efficient lines, is val- 
uable. 
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Germany says she is holding Belgium “as a 
pawn.” We have known for a long time that 
Germany dealt in unredeemed pledges. 
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FERDINAND AS A HOSTAGE, 
A new explanation is given for the disappear- 
ance, early in August, of Czar Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia, attributed at the time to a condition of the 
royal nerves rendering rest and recreation de- 
sirable. It is now said that Ferd has been taken 
to Germany, where he is held as a hostage for 
the good behavior of Bulgaria and particularly 
of Prince Boris, Regent during his absence. 
It is getting along to the time when some un- 
precedented, desperate step for keeping Pots- 
dam's disgusted allies in line was to be expected. 
If the experiment works well in Bulgaria’s case, 
why not lay hold of Emperor Karl and maintain 
him, properly guarded, at Spandau or Berlin or 
some other secure place as a hostage for the be- 
havior of Austria-Hungary? And with two mon- 
archs of the Germanic alliance in safe confine- 
ment, why not increase the colony with the new 
Sultan, held as security for the future of Turkey, 
and Lenine and Trotzky, for the future conduct of 
the Bolsheviki? 
But will the experiment work well? If the 
humorist of the Civil War were alive, his proba- 
ble verdict would be that it is about as effective 
as an attempt to guarantee the good behavior of 
a man by holding his wife’s relatives as hostages. 
Bulgaria is freed of an incubus in being relieved 
of Ferdinand’s presence. With the heads of their 
dynasties and regimes out of the way and pre- 
vented from coming back, the other vassals of 
Berlin could begin preparing for the reconstruc- 
tion of peace without the burden of one of their 
heaviest and most unnecessary handicaps. 
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Indorsing the war without indorsing the Presi- 
dent is a good deal like taking butter and passing 
up the bread. 
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THE BELLEAU WOOD FIGHT. 

Facts are coming out about the great fight the 
Americans made at Belleau Wood that promise 
to make the name stand out in the annals of the 
world war and in American history as the fight 
at Thermopylae stands out in the records of Gre- 
clan heroism. 

At Belleau Wood, says Representative Olney 
of Massachusetts, 10,000 American marines, 
flanked by four regiments of American regulars, 
saved Paris by refusing to retreat before a dozen 
or 15 Prussian regiments. We all remember how, 
just before that turning point, the German hordes 
had advanced, day after day, nearer and nearer 
Paris, until it filled our. hearts at home here 
with foreboding and we looked with anxiety for 
some sign of a stand against the invading flood. 
Belleau Wood was the turning of the tide. 
| Of the operation at Belleau Wood, Premier 
Clemenceau, who visited the American front on 
the following day, said, in complimenting the 
American troops on the “neatness and dispatch” 
with which they had done the job, that it was 
“pecullarly American in conception, plan and 
execution.” 

It was at Belleau Wood that a 19-year old 
American boy, with his right arm rendered use- 


less by a bullet, drew his automatic and covered allies into a German peace.

It was a made-in-Germany, 
all-Prussian atrocity. 

Whether or not the suit was in some part 
promoted by pro-German influences with a de- 
sire to relieve Von Tirpitz of a portion of the 
blame—a surmise that it was so promoted was 
hinted at when the suit was started—the answer 
of the court was unequivocal and emphatic. It 
afforded no comfort to former German apologists 
in or out of Congress.

There is 
something more potent than the 
smiting hand, and that is the spirit 
of rebellion and revenge that it 
strikes into life and that never dies. 

No human being has ever yet been 
tortured into a different way of 
thinking. No criminal has ever been 
reformed by brutality, and no child 
has ever yet been scourged into be- 
coming a great and 
woman. 

In their hearts parents know this, 
and they also know that when they 
whip their children they are not do- 
ing their duty by them, as they hypo- 
critically pretend to themselves, but 
they are venting their lust for cru- 
elty on the only individuals in the 
world that they may attack with 


safety to themselves. 


The spectacle of a big, husky, six- 
foot man beating a little three-foot 
child is so degrading, so shameful, 
so unutterably cowardly that it is no 
wonder that fathers have to camou- 
flage the dastardly deed under a 
high-sounding moral label, and call 
it parental duty, and claim it is ex- 
ceedingly painful to him and that 
he is only doing it for the good of 
the little one. 

People who believe that you can 
make children good by beating them 
belong to the days when people held 
that the rack and the thumb-screw 
were the divinely ordained means of 
converting men and women to Chris- 
tianity. Their only place in the mod- 
ern world is in Germany, where the 
gospel of frightfulness still prevails. 


F course fathers and mothers 
must control their children, 
and they must have authority 

over them while they are still too 
young and have too immature judg- 
ments to regulate their own lives, but 
in order to do this it is not necessary 
to physically ill-treat them, nor hold 
over them a whip as a means of 
keeping them in order. 

Indeed, this is the worst possible 
way that anyone can take to lead a 
child to the higher life. There is, 
after all, such a very short time In 
which a child is physically afraid of 
you. Then the boy and girl who 
have been ruled by fear of a beating 
defy you.
